MEN BROUGHT DOWN 



Fe<leral Officers Get Basy After 
Ovtore of Car CoutMnkig 



City Marshal R. G. Philpot, of Ir- 
vine, and Deputy U. S. Marshals. 
Huerh Samuels, Paul Williams and J. 
C. Kincaid broQght the pals of Tom 
Hill, who were detected bringing 
moonshine whisky into Ii-vine in an 
automobile, to Richmond late Satur- 
(iay. They arc James Hincs, known 
as "Shorty" Hines, and Ambrose 
- Young, and they will have a hearing 
before U. S. Commissioner Wai-field 
Bennett Wednesday. At the same 
time Estill Wallace, who owned the 
far in which the booze was being 
transported, will have a hearing. He 
is charged with the prohibition of- 
fense of transporting whisky, ami is 
liable to prosecution and to have his 
car seized and sold. Mr. Bennett said 
that the men say they himl young 
Wallace, who is a son of Tom Wal- 
lace to drive tlif car for them. 

Tom Hill, who remained in the car 
and was cau^^ht, had his hearing be- 
fore Commissioner Bennett Saturday 
and was released under S^JOO bond to 
await trial in federal couit at the 
April term. 

The oflkers who made the arcsts 
say that Hill and liis friends have 
been bootlegging whisky in Irvine. 
The ofiicers say the men have been 
buying it out in the hills from moon- 
shinei's ;infl hiinging it to town and 
selling it at a good piofit. Marshal 
Philpott did some fine detective work 
in this instance, however, and spotted 
the men and the car with the goods, 
so cleverly that he is said to have 
thf^ most complete proof that has yet 
been obtained in a ca.se of this kind. 
Al)out three gallons of moonshine 
whisky is said to have been captured. 

After he had investigated the case."! 
himself. Chief Deputy Collec-tor U. G. 
McFarland. from the Lexington of- 
fice, detailed Deputies Samuels, Kin- 
caid and Williams to the case, and 
they are looking into a!' angles of the 
afTair. They w^erc in Richmond late 
Sj'.lurday. 

McFarland Discu-sses 'Shiners 
In this connection. 'Mr. McFarland 
gave a Lexington pajiei- the other day 
a very clever description of the traits 
of the festive Moonshiner, as he 
found him. McFarland has had wide 
pvpei i( ni • in hunting them down, and 
is having ju.«t a little more of it no>v 
than evor before. , 

During the ten years that McFar- 
land has been a "raider" J)<; has cap- 
ture<l between 500 and 600 moon- 
shiners, has been shot thfu the breas* 
as the result of one encounter atid has 
been shot at so many times that he 
cannot recall all the incidents. /. . 

Hiding in a hollow near a bianch 
far away from any residence, the 
shrewd mountaineer moonfihfner' sil- 
ently does his work. The boiling ket- 
tle and the dripping "white mule" 
constitute his company while he labors 
and he is happy. 

Altho moonshiners are as a rule as 
ignorant as it is possible to be, they 
are all foxy and seem to have the in- 
herent art of making their escape and 
•concealing their still. It is in the 
manner in which they hide the still 
that their extreme shrewdness is 
evidenced. 

Sometimes the smoke froip the dis- 
tilleiy — the bane of the moonshiner's 
existence — is piped a considerable dis- 
.tance to concal the base pf operations. 
In one instance that has come to Mi-. 
MeFarland's attention, the smoke wa£ 
carried into a beech tree ami it seep- 
ed out slowly that it wks invisible 
from a public highway only 300 yards 
away. 

Nobody knows the menace of a 
footpath as well a.~ dues the man who 
makes his living out of being able to 
efTectively secrete himself. Never does 
a path load directly to a still. On the 
other hand, the moonshiner often de- 
)(K)ys for miles aroiind to evade pur- 
suit. He will walk for an hour when 
he could reach his destination in a 
few minutes. 

Moonshiners, are of various tyjjcs. 
There arc those who are as submis- 
sive as lambs and who arc willing to 
"squel" on their condfederates if it 
■will tend to lighten their own sen-

The House concurred in the Senate 

amendment to the Huntsman bill to 
tax race tracks $2,500 daily, and 
passed the bill, as amended, 67 to 0 
The amendment permits the raciny 
commission, instead of jockey clubs, 
to fix the' purses. The House concur- 
red in Senate Amendments to the bills 
to impose a one-cent license tax on 
gasoline sold at retail, the proceeds to 
go into the road fund, and to require 
passenger trains once each way every 
day on railroads, and passed the bilL 
without opposition. 

The resolution of Senator Baker, 
calling on Congress to enact appropri- 
ation legislation to enable the United 
States Government to purchase all of 
liquors in bonded warehouses at a 
reasonable price, was passed. 

Representative Hamilton's bill to 
provide method of assessing omitted 
propeily. and fixing duties of county 
clerk and state tax commission, wa.-' 
passed, 64 to 0. 

The bill of Reprc'-entative Gooprin- 
gcr to allow life insurance companies 
to insure against sickness and temp- 
orary disability, was pas.^ed, 62 to 1. 

The bill of Senator Atwood to regu- 
late freight rates on ground lime- 
stone, was passed, 79 to 0. 

Senator Whitaker's bill to prohibit 
moonshinging, to punish persons for 
possession of a still, and providinr 
for seai-ch and seizure, was.pascd, 64 
to 41. 

GoveiTior Morrow signed the bill of 
Representative Huntsman, making 
Corbin and Maysville to be third- 
ola.ss cities; Ii-vine, Clifton and 
Scott.«ville fouith-class cities, and 
Perryville fifth-class city. " 

The Governor signed two Senate 
resolutions, one appropriating $L.500 
for a bronze memorial tablet for Ken- 
tucky's dead in the World War. to 
be placed in the Kentucky Historical 
Society, the other providing for print- 
ing of copies of the new road law 
for distribution to County Judges and 
members of the General Assembly.

Th>} revenue agents, kno\\'n in the 
r.io.i.-liiaers* vemocular as "revenues" 
or "marshals," are immediately spot- 
ter! when they enter moonshiner terri- 
tory. Theii the word is immediately 
.sent broadca^^t. While people in the 
cities v/ould' be trying to get centra! 
to spread tlie alarm by telephone, tho 
mountain iads are sprinting over the 
hi^is. 

A stranger in the mountains where 
moonshine is^atSe is a man withouj 
a country, constantly suspected and al- 
ways watched. None ^ of the natives 
will speak to him or have any deal- 
ing55 with him whatsoever until they 
li;:.I out his business. 

It is the man who "squeals" for 
whom the Kentucky mountaineer has 
t^e utmost contempt. He labors lit- 
tle enimty for the officers who places 



him under arrest and destroys his 
ccvete<l still. He figures that is tlic 
of!iccr's business. But he can neither 
forgive nor forget the psrsoh jvho 
gave him away. 

The firsi question a moonshiner will 
ask when he is cau!;li'i, ]Mr. McFar- 
land: said, is not what the penalty, i.s,, 
but who told on him. He tries eveiy 
way to obtain this informotitrn 
with the hope of • ultimate 
wreaking his vengeance, but the 
revenue a;<ents nevcM' l.'oiray a confi- 
dence.

If he wants to !?:et an 
enemy out of the -way his favorite 
method is to waylay him or to con- 
ceal himself bohind a tree and fire up- 
on him. He knows if a man is killed 
neii- his still that he will be suspected 

of the crime.

The moo.'^hinor always respects hi? 
women, whatever his othier faults may 
be and in all his e:?peri<<nce with this 
type of law-bvol;c-r. Mr. McFarland 
has never foun<l a woman working 
around a still. She does' not think it 
wionji; for the men to defy the govern- 
ment, but she considers her place is in 
th6 home and there sh^ stays. 

Time was when whisky-making was 
licensed by the government, but even 
then the campaign against illicit mak- 
er^ of it was conducted vi.c^orously. 
The moonshiner could never under- 
stand this. It his opinion that he 
was bc'in.c: discriminated against and 
that the government was favoring 
those who had money and who lived 
in the cities.
